The planting of trees is a cheap, effec- 
tive, and permanently satisfying way of 
improving the home surroundings. For 
the same expenditure of money and effort 
there is no other way in which so much 
can be added to the attractiveness of a 
home and the enduring value of the pro- 
perty. 

Tree-planting in this part of the west 
is not a gamble. Given any reascnable 
chance in the matters of location and care, 
a tree will grow, grow rapidly, and become 
with the passing years a thing of greater 
beauty and increasing worth.

CONTROL BILL PASSED 


The bill to transfer the control of the 
natural resources to the province was 
given third reading in parliament on Fri- 
day. Parliament and the legislature have 
thus completed the necessary legislative 
action, so far as they are concerned. It 
only remains for the parliament of Great 
Britain to approve the transfer, a formal 
endorsation which will without doubt be 
promptly given. 

Mr. Bennett proposes that parliament 
should passa subsequent act by which the 
transfer would become effective as soon 
as the approving legislation has been 
passed at Westminster. Unless provision 
for that has been made in the transfer bill 
itself, the suggestion is a one and 
should be adopted. Otherwise the actual 
change of control might be delayed until 
another year, which neither parliament 
nor the legisfature desires.

FORT McMURRAY. May 5~—-The 
Athabaska river is free of ice at this 
point, but is still Jamnied about five 
miles down.
